District Attorneys Will Meet

For Enforcement. 
Streetman, Texas, Dec. 12.—George ! 
Gay, a negro, aged 25, arrested Mon- j 
day morning in connection with an a1- ! 
leged attack on a young woman here, j 
was shot and killed by a mob Monday 
afternoon. 
Tile body was left chained to the j 
tree in a creek bottom three miles J 
south of Streetman. 
Feeling con­ 
tinued to run *high in this community 
following the shooting. 
Local and county officers held a 
parley shortly after noon in a bank 
building here and decided that the 
only chance for the negro’s safety lay 
in his removal to Fairfield. Approxi­ 
mately 250 automobiles were in line 
when the sheriff’s party removed the 
negro from the building where he had 
been kept under guard. 
At a point where the highway 
crossed a creek bottom the sheriff’s 
party was overtaken and the negro 
was removed from its custody by the 
men. 
The officers were held tinder an 
armed guard while the negro was 
chained to the tree and his body rid­ 
dled with bullets. Approximately 1000 
persons witnessed the lynching. 
The evidence against Gay was de­ 
clared by officers to be circumstan- ! 
tial, the young woman having failed 
to identify him as her assailant.

Wallington. Dec. 12.—The long­ 
standing issue between the Depart­ 
ment of Justice and the Federal Pro­ 
hibition Bureau came to a head Mon­ 
day, when Attorney General Daugh­ 
erty, dissatisfied with the futile at­ 
tempts of Prohibition Commissioner 
Haynes to enforce the Volstead Act, 
took the bull by the horns and decided 
to call a conference in Washington of 
United States district attorneys from 
all parts of the country. 
This meeting, it was learned, while 
entirely unrelated 
to that which 
President Harding is to ask all Gov­ 
ernors to attend, was suggested to the 
Attorney General by the numerous 
scandals in the Prohibition Bureau and 
the extravagant, unverified claims of 
successful 
enforcement 
put out by 
Haynes’ publicity department. 
Given Impetus By Court Decree 
Added impetus was given the pro­ 
posed conference of district attorneys 
by the decision Monday of the United 
States Supreme Court, which declared 
that 
violators of State 
prohibition 
acts, after their acquittal or convic­ 
tion in State courts, may be rearrested 
and prosecuted 
under the Federal 
statutes. 
According to reports received at 
the Department of Justice, the pros­ 
ecuting authorities in liquor cases arc 
by no means in agreement on certain 
phases of dry law enforcement. 
One of the chief objects of the 
proposed conference, it is said, will 
be to bring about a national code 
for the prosecution of liquor viola­ 
tions*. 
This code will be more drastic in 
its provisions than the widely vary­ 
ing State and municipal customs ir. 
regard to this subject. 
That 
the 
Daugherty 
conference 
would be called, was first intimated 
in the Attorney General’s recent na­ 
tion-wide telegram to district attor­ 
neys, urging them to push prohibition 
eases on their dockets, and to pay 
more attention to this type of trial. 
To Follow Governor’s Meeting 
The conference follows as a means 
to bring the district attorneys to­ 
gether on common ground and to 
clear up for all time delicate ques­ 
tions pertaining to enforcement of the 
Volstead law. 
It was believed in some 
quarters, 
that the Attorney General would call 
the conference before this time. 
The 
present intimation is that he deferral 
to President Harding, who desired to 
announce his Governors’ conference in 
his message to Congress. 
Along this 
line of official courtesy, it was predict­ 
ed Monday that Mr. Daugherty would 
not send out his call until the Presi­ 
dent had worked out plans for the 
meeting of Governors.
